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Btm h ■ Meat Proiie«r. 

A auhject o t i merest to lartnerB 
ant) stock-frrowern, who are in- 
terested in raisins; meat for 
market, is tne variety of food 
that will (five the beat re' ra r or 
the money expended ai • i» 
time cunsumetl. 

We have be I ore mm article 
racently\ publiabod by I). W. 
Btorer, of Shelby, Ohio, who is 
interested ill the milling business. 
A portion of the article refered 
to was written by Mr. (S. Dudley 
ot Kansas, a noted grower of 
stock. 

Considerable investigation and 
a little experience, hat long ago 
convinced us of the facte tbat are 
set forth in the paper, and the 
termer who purcbaees a part or 
all the teed be uses in producing 
meat, will always derive the 
largest returns for his money 
and attention by using plenty of 
bran, rather tbat other grains 
aud corn exclusively. 

Mr. Dudley says that "com 
meal is better known a* the 
standard teed in the Wee-t. We 
measure things by comparison 
more uuderetandingly. We make 
the cold statement tbat a ton 01 
bran te more valuable for mak- 
ing beet* than a ton of corn 
meal." 

Thia statement may astound 
some who have given the matter 
no attention ; but to the student 
who has made a study of the 
meat producing value of differ- 
ent kinds ot tood will not tor a 
moment stagger at the statement. 
It ban betsn proven true experi- 
mentally and chemically. 

Prot. W. A. Henry of the ex- 
jieri mental Met ion of Wistionein 
reports the average of four anal- 
yses ot bran, three made by the 
United States Bureau of Agri- 
culture, the other at the elation 
from a sample of bran taken 
from a car load bought from the 
Washburn Mills Miuueopolia for 
their own use as follows: 
Asu 7.11-100 per cent. 

Proteine 17 64-100 - " 

Wood Fibre 8 46-100 '■ " 
Nitrogiu til 54-100 " " 

Fat 5 25-100 " " 

The most valuable element ot 
the analyses is proteine which is 
found nearest in its perfect state 
in the white of eggsor lean meat, 
and is the base ot the cartilages, 
ligaments, membranes, nerves, 
veins, arteries, &c. The nitrogen 
is best represented by starch. 

Dr. Uessman ot the experi 
mental station of Massachusetts 
in the bulletin tor 1883 etetes 
that oue tou of bran contains 337 
6100 lbs ot proteine, while one 
ton of corn meal contains 178 
lbs of proteine, and that tbe for 
iner is more digestible in tbe 
ratio oi 88 to 85. 

By comparing the number of 
v.. minis digestible in each, 297 
tor bran lor 237 fur corn meal, 
we Hud a difference ot 60 lbs per 
ton, or showing corn meal to 
contain only abont four tiftha as 
much digestible matter of this 
valuable ingredients of animal 
food as bran does. 

Prof. Arnold and other sound 
agricultural writers also • claim 
that the chemical analyses of 
bran show that :t contains one 
and a quarter times as much 
.available flesh forming, meat pro- 
ducing substance, us corn meal. 

Dr. C. W. Hogeboom chief 
surgeon of the great Santa Fee 
system, is feeding 60 steers on 
bran, aud reports that they have 
outgrown his neighbors fed 
ou corn two to oue during the 
same time. 


II. W. Veatn k Son ers also 
feeding some cattle on bran. 
They report tbem as gaining sat- 
isfactorily. 

D. J. Small &, Bros are teed i tig 
about 804 beef cattle on bran 
with very gratifying repulte. 
They have undoubtedly the finest 
quality ot Christmas beeves in 
the State. • 

At a recent Farmer's Institute 
in Wisconsin, Prof. Armeby 
spoke of the problem ot bran 
feeding both in regard to grow, 
ing stock, and increasing the 
value ot the manure pile. Bran 
when its manurial value is reck- 
oned, is the cheapest tood now 
fed to animals. 

He sumed np the advantages 
of feeding bran as follows : 

1st A ton of bran is worth 25 
per cent more than a ton of corn 
meal ae an animal fooit. Inother 
words, when corn meal is cheap 
at $20 per ton, bran would be ai 
cheap at $25 per ton. 

2nd. Because of the ease ot its 
assimilation and absence of in- 
digestible material in it, the ani- 
mal ted upon bran will he more 
healthy than when fed on corn, 
which contains so much that is 
indigestible aud heating. 

3rd. Its mannrial value after 
beiu^r fed to animals is more tbeu 
double that of corn meal. 

No one, we trust, will be of- 
fended at the rtetement, that 
farmers are acting unwisely to 
allow mills to sell their 
bran in the etisteru markets ; 
and they are w.ee to have their 
wheat made into floor here, and 
keep the bran and middlings, in- 
stead ot shipping the whole grain 
ont of the country.
